City of Mexico, Dec. 29.—A gentleman 


from Cuba, who has been in Manzan- 
lllo, In one of the so-called pacified 
provinces, says that in reality the war 
has not begun there, for the country 
has been abandoned to Insurgents, who 
have built towns, which arc supplied 
with abundant provisions from the 
neighboring estates, established by 
rebels, who even manufacture gun- 
powder and have arms factories, tan- 
neries and shoe factories, so that they 
can supply their troops with the most 
Indispensable articles. Spanish author- 
ity is not recognized, and the inhabi- 
tants are comfortably settled under the 
authority of the Cuban republic. 


The poorer Spanish soldiers are in

Sam in Forwarding It, 


Washington, Dec. 29.—The expected

in newspapers in

Seattle, Portland and San Francisco. 
The list of article to be carried has been 
arranged with the greatest care by the 
quartermaster's department, after con- 
sultation with Surgeon General Stern- 
berg, only the most vitally necessary 
food articles, which combine resistance 
to cold and decay with yreat nutritive 
value, being selected. 
List No. 1 includes absolutely in- 


dispensible articles, and is made up of 
bacon, flour, pea rneal, 
dessicated 


onions, tea, salt and pepper. 
These 


things must go if anything 5« taken. 
It will be noticed that in food value 
onions are set ahead of potatoes, and 
that tea is taken instead of 
coffee. 


Both potatoes and coffee are provided 
for in list No. 2, which is made up of 
articles that are to be carried in ad- 
dition to those in the first list if there 
is accommodation for them. This list 
is dried fruits (apples, prunes or rais- 
ins), dessicated potatoes and coffee. If 
the transportation facilities are equal 
to a still further load then the articles 
in list No. 3 will be added as follows: 
Fresh meat in cans, sugar and tobacco. 


From the advices of the Canadians 


it is likely that Skaguay will be chosen 
instead of Dyea as the terminal port 
of the relief expeditions.

Canada Will Co-operate With Uncle

Sam in Forwarding It, 


Washington, Dec. 2D.—The expected 
conference

Secretary Alger 
and Mr. Sefton, the Canadian commis­ 
sioner, did not take place yesterday af­ 
ternoon. 
Secretary Alger had over­ 
rated his strength and found that he 
was not sufficiently recovered from his 
illness to undertake the work of a r­ 
ranging details -of the Klondike relief 
, expeditions. The Canadian visitors are 
to remain here for a few days, how­ 
ever, so that the conference is simply 
postponed for a short time. 


| 
Captain Brainard has been author­ 
ized to issue the advertisements for the 
supplies that are to be carried on the 
relief expeditions. They probably will 
appear 
in 
newspapers 
in 
Chicago, 
Seattle, Portland and San Francisco. 
The list of article to be carried has been 
arranged with the greatest care by the 
quarterm aster’s department, after con­ 
sultation with Surgeon General Stern­ 
berg, only the most vitally necessary 
food articles, which combine resistance 
to cold and decay with great nutritive 
value, being selected. 


List No. 1 includes absolutely In- 
dispensible articles, and is made up of 
bacon, 
flour, 
pea 
meal, 
dessicated. 
onions, tea, salt and pepper. 
These 
things must go If anything fs taken. 
It will be noticed that in food value 
onions are set ahead of potatoes, and j 
that tea is taken instead of 
coffee. ! 
Both potatoes and coffee are provided \ 
for in list No. 2, which is made up of 
articles that are to be carried in ad­ 
dition to those in the first list if there 
is accommodation for them. This list 
is dried fruits (apples, prunes or rais­ 
ins), dessicated potatoes and coffee. If 
the transportation facilities are equal 
to a still further load then the articles 
In list No. 3 will be added as follows: 
Fresh meat in cans, sugar and tobacco. 


From the advices of the Canadians 
It is likely that Skaguay will be chosen 
instead of Dyea as the terminal port 
of the relief expeditions. The reason 
for this choice is said to be the fact 
that Skaguay has wharves where the 
ships may discharge their cargoes di­ 
rectly, while at Dyea thei*e are noth­ 
ing but lighters to land the goods.

ANOTHER REPORT PROM DAWSON 
This Tim e th e Gold Seekers Have Ko 
Need For Outside Aid. 


Seattle, Wash,, Dec. 29.—The steamer 
Alki arrived here yesterday, bringing 
advices from Dawson City up to Nov. 
25. The Alki's passengers included 30 
persons, who left Dawson between Nov. 
22 and Nov. 25. All, without exception, 
say there will be no starvation at 
Dawson this winter or next spring. 
When informed of the action being 
taken by the United States government 
to send out a relief expedition they said 
it was unnecessary and uncalled for. 
Several thousand men have gone from 
Dawson to Fort Yukon, where there 
is an unlimited supply of provisions. 
Those remaining in Dawson have three 
regular meals every day, and have sup­ 
plies enough In sight to last well along 
into spring. No sickness is reported 
at Dawson, and everybody there is in 
much better circumstances and wor­ 
rying less over the food situation than 
their friends on the outside imagine. 


Nearly all those who arrived on the 
steamer Alki were at Dawson City only 
about three months, having started in 
with the first rush in the latter part 
of July. They came out to purchase 
their outfits for next season. They 
brought out, It is estimated, about 
$150,000 in gold, in dust and in nuggets.

PROGRESS AMONG THE INDIANS. 


Learning to Farm-Congressman Curtis 


Has Indian Blood. 


"Remarkable progress has 
been 


made among the Indian tribes in the 
territory since I visited them six years 
ago," remarked Congressman Charles 
Curtis. Mr. Curtis visited the Kan- 
sas, Osage and Pawnee Indians for 
the purpose of securing information 
that will be valuable to his committee 
in Congress—the House committee ou 
Indian affairs—next winter. Incident- 
ally, he visited some of his relatives 
in that country. 


"The Indians," he said, "are learn- 


ing to farm, though, of course, many 
of them rent their farms of white 
men. I found corn that will run as 
high as sixty-five bushel to the acre 
on farms cultivated by Indians or 
halfbreeds. 


"Those who rent their farms to 


white men make good money. 
They 


get $2 an acre for the land cultivated, 
and usiially reserve part of their farms 
for their own use. 


"In general, I found conditions 


among the Indians improving, and I 
am glad of it." 


"As is well known in Kansas, Curtis 


has Indian blood in his veins, and 
takes a lively interest in improving 
the condition of the Indians generally 
He has an uncle and second cousin in 
the Indian Territory who are half- 
blood Indians, and are famous ranch- 
men. They are known as "Big Louis" 
and "Little Louis." Both are Papans, 
an old French family. 
"Big Louis" 


is a brother of the congressman's 
mother, and a man of wealth and in- 
fluence among his people. 
"Little 


Louis" is a cousin of "Big Louis." 
They are about the same age, and 
when they wvere boys one grew much 
faster than the other; hence their 
designation, "big" and "little." 
Fi- 


nally "Big Louis" stopped growing, 
but "Little Louis kept on, and now 
is the larger, and weighs two hundred 
and sixty pounds, while "Big Louis" 
needs an overcoat to make him weigh 
a full two hundred. 
Mr. Curtis 


visited both. 
"Big Louis" has a 


dancing pavilion, modelled alter one 
he saw at an eastern seaside resort. 
Every Friday night he gives a dance, 
and hundreds of people attend it. He 
has a lemonade and cigar stand in 
connection with it, and entertains as 
well as the best of the experts in this 
line.—Kansas City Star.

"I use any kind of cold cooked 


meat, beef, mutton, pork, etc. 
Chop 


cold coolied meat rather fine, remove 
it from the tray, then chop cold boiled 
potatoes and mix in the proportion of 
about one-fourth meat to three of po- 
tatoes. Less meat is sometimes used 


-that depends on the supply on hand. 


To cook the hash put a piece of but- 
ter in the frying pan, - add hot water 
to make it thin enough, season well 
with salt and black pepper. Stir thor- 
oughly and let it boil up, then cook 
slowly, stirring frequently until o: 
just the right consistence—neither dry 
nor sloppy. 
If made from beef, some 


of the fat obtained in cooking the 
meat may be used, partially, in place 
of butter. 
If 
of corned beef, less 


salt is required. 
Much depends on 


the seasoning; taste as it cooks and 
get it just right. If it seems to lack 
richness, try a little more butter. 
Never put milk in hash, and do not 
let it brown on the bottom in cooking, 
but serve it moist and serve it hot."

“ Remarkable progress has 
been

territory since I visited them six years 
ago,” remarked Congressman Charles 
Curtis. 
Mr. Curtis visited the Kan­ 
sas, Osage and Pawnee Indians for 
the purpose of securing information 
that will be valuable to his committee 
in Congress—the House committee on 
Indian affairs—next winter. Incident­ 
ally, he visited some of his relatives 
in that country. 


“ The Indians,” he said, “are learn­ 
ing to farm, though, of course, many 
of them rent their farms of white 
men. 
I found corn that will run as 
high as sixty-five bushel to the acre 
on farms cultivated by Indians or 
halfbreeds, 


“ Those who rent their farms to 
white men make good money. 
They 
get $2 an acre for the land cultivated, 
and usually reserve part of their farms 
for their own use. 


“ In general, I found conditions 
among the Indians improving, and I 
am glad of it.” 


“As is well known in Kansas, Curtis 
has Indian blood in his veins, 
and 
takes a lively interest in improving 
the condition of the Indians generally 
He has an uncle and second cousin in 
the Indian Territory who are half- 
blood Indians, and are famous ranch­ 
men. They are known as “Big Louis” 
and “Little Louis.” Both are Papans, 
an old French family. 
“Big Louis” 
is a brother of the congressman’s 
mother, and a man of wealth and in­ 
fluence among his people. 
“Little 
Louis” is a cousin of “Big Louis.” 
They are about the same age, and 
when they ware boys one grew much 
faster than the other; hence their 
designation, “big” and “little.” 
F i­ 
nally “Big Louis” stopped growing, 
but “Little Louis kept on, and now 
is the larger, and weighs two hundred 
and sixty pounds, while “Big Louis” 
needs an overcoat to make him weigh 
a full two hundred.

A Good Hash. 


A correspondent of 
the 
Boston 
Household makes hash as follows: 


“I use any kind of cold cooked 
meat, beef, mutton, pork, etc. 
Choj} 
cold codked meat rather fine, remove 
it from the tray, then chop cold boiled 
potatoes and mix in the proportion of 
about one-fourth meat to three of po­ 
tatoes. 
Less meat is sometimes used 
—that depends on the supply on hand. 
To cook the hash put a piece of but­ 
ter in the frying pan, add hot water 
to make it thin enough, season well 
with salt and black pepper. Stir thor­ 
oughly and let it boil up, then cook 
slowly, stirring frequently until of 
just the right consistence—neither dry 
nor sloppy. 
If made from beef, some 
of the fat obtained in cooking the 
meat may be used, partially, in place 
of butter. 
If of corned beef, less 
salt is required. 
Much depends on 
the seasoning; taste as it cooks and 
get it just right. 
If it seems to lack 
richness, try a little more butter. 
Never put milk in hash, and do not 
let it brown on the bottom in cooking, 
but serve it moist and serve it hot.”

SPANISH PEASANTRY. 


Characterized by Poverty and Appal* 


line Ignorance.. 


In the Spanish lower classes you will 


flad poverty and appalling ignorance— 
a neglect of the Intelligence which is 
positively animal—yet nevertheless not 
unallled with an obvious capacity of 
education and improvement, an actual 
and admirable plU9k and cheerfulness, 
a temper grateful, hospitable, and af- 
fectionate, and a marvelous sobriety of 
living. 


There is one especial word particu- 


larly applicable to this gente baja. It 
Is the Spanish word sufrida, which we 
must render in a single English word 
by patient; but it means more than pa- 
tient; it means patient and unvindic- 
tive under grievous Injury and wrong. 


Such are the Spanish peasantry—the 


cream of the Spanish people. Their 
only province in relation to their gov- 
ernment is to pay. They are a passive 
vehicle for ministerial extortion. The 
contrdbuciones are already 
heavier 


than they can bear, and grow more 
merciless as each successive adminis- 
tration plunges the country deeper and 
deeper into debt. In return for this 
continuous disbursement they receive 
nothing. Their lands are without a 
road, their children without a school; 
their navy is furnished with ships con- 
tracted for at double the price of ours, 
'Whose only quality is to go to the bot- 
tom without the shadow of a cause; 
their army is unpaid, unofflcered, and 
undrilled, and absolutely incompetent 
to engage with any European power. 
The last Spanish census shows that of 
a total-population of 18,000,000 over 6,- 
000,000 can neither read nor write, 
while over half have no determined oc- 
cupation. This statement is in itself 
so damning that it appears hardly nec- 
essary to inquire further. It simply 
serves to show that for the present 
Spain is a country of Europe, but mxl 
of Europeans; that the Moor, and the 
very worst and most savage part ol

Breastworks. 


The story of the discovery of an old, 


forgotten mine in an unfrequented lo- 
cality In the foothills of the 
Pinal 


mountains, embellished with romantic 
details such as usually accompany 
legends of lost mines, created a lively 
interest about the public resorts in 
Globe. 


L. S. Goble, R. Quarrels and H. S. 


McClelland, on August 17, while pros- 
pecting in the foothills eight or nine 
miles south of Globe and three and a 
half miles to the left of the toll road, 
discovered an old shaft, and near by on 
the hill above the ruins of breastworks, 
which had evidently been erected for 
defense against Indians. The evidences 
of great age observable in the decayed 
shaft, almost filled with debris, and the 
crumbling breastworks, excited the 
party's curiosity, and they stopped to 
Investigate. The old shaft was found 
to have been sunk on a well-defined 
ledge, from which they took promising 
specimens of ore which tested well in 
copper and gold. 


Owing to the unsafe condition of the 


old shaft, after having removed two or 
three feet of the debris, they aban- 
doned it, and having made their loca- 
tions, they started a new incline shaft 
below the old works. From the sur- 
face down they had a twelve to four- 
teen inch streak of sulphuret ore run- 
ning from 15 to 50 per cent, in copper 
and well in gold, one assay giving $42 
per ton. The incline is now <iown fif- 
teen feet and the ore has widened to 
three feet. 


A well-preserved skeleton, with a bul- 


let "hole through the tikull, or bearing 
other evidence of foul play, is a desir- 
able, if not an essential exhibit of ev- 
ery sucli discovery, and as this was 
lacking, Mr. Goble industriously set 
about to supply the 
deficiency, 
al-

plore a mound of stones lodged in a 
crevice in the rocks near the breast- 
works. After removing about three 
feet of rock and leaves Goble struck hfs 
pick into what proved to be the eye- 
socket of a human skull, which caused 
him to momentarily shrink with horror, 
but summoning up courage he proceed- 
ed with the work, and soon uncovered 
a complete skeleton of a man. Near 
the right hand lay a dagger eaten with 
rust, a large chunk of quartz seamed 
with coarse gold, and a handsome 
specimen of onyx. What was the fate 
of the human being whose bones had 
been thus 'rudely disturbed? Had he 
been murdered by the implacable foe of

Money Made by a Blacksmith. 
Tacoma once had a mint that coined 


til the money in circulation where the 
City of Destiny now stands, and it did ' 
aot require the flat of Uncle Sam, the ' 
silver of Idaho or the gold of Cali- , 
foriila to make the pieces from Taco- j 
ma's mint pass current among the In- j 
ilaus and the few hardy pioneers that 
were blazing the path of civilization 
through the forest on the shores of 
Commencement bay. 


Back in the early seventies, so says 


the Tacoma Leader, the Tacoma Mall 
Pompany, not being able to handily se- 
cure gold and sliver for use in trading 
fv-ith and paying off the Indian laborers 
jnd early settlers, hit upon the novel 
plan of issuing their own currency, and 
to this end set their blacksmith at 
tvork to fashion for them out of scraps 
>f iron and brass pieces of money, or. 
rather, tokens, which could be used as 
a circulating medium. The pieces con- 
sisted of 40 and 45 cent iron tokens and 
brass $1 pieces. The 40-cent pieces were 
about the size of the present half dol- 
lar. The one-dollar pieces were oval 
in shape, about an inch and a quarter 
long, an inch wide and a sixteenth of 
an Inch in thickness. These pieces 
were stamped with the figures show- 
Ing their value, and readily passed cur- 
rent all over the country tributary to 
the mill. Nearly all this old "mill" 
coin has passed away, but a few days 
ago William Hanson, of the Tacoma 
Mill Company, presented a set of these 
queer coins to the Ferry Museum. In 
his letter he said: 


"The honesty of the people and the 


absence of any blacksmith shop save 
that of the company made the use of 
this money possible." 


Oregon has long boasted of the "Bea- 


ver" coin minted at Oregon City in the 
early fifties as the only money minted 
In the Northwest in the daya ef the 
pioneer.

Breastw orks. 


The story of the discovery of an old, 
forgotten mine in an unfrequented lo­ 
cality in the foothills of the 
Pinal 
mountains, embellished with romantic 


j details such as 
usually 
accompany 
• legends of lost mines, created a lively 
Interest about the public resorts ia 
Globe. 


L. S. Goble, R. Quarrels and H. S. 
McClelland, on August 17, whilo pros­ 
pecting in the foothills eight or nine 
miles south of Globe and three and a 
half miles to the left of the toll road, 
discovered an old shaft, and near by on 
the hill above the ruins of breastworks, 
which had evidently been erected for 
defense against Indians. The evidences 
of great age observable in the decayed 
shaft, almost filled with debits, and the 
crumbling breastworks, 
excited the 
party’s curiosity, and they stopped to 
Investigate. 
The old shaft was found 
to have been sunk on a well-defined 
ledge, from which they took promising 
specimens of ore which tested well in 
copper and gold. 


Owing to the unsafe condition of the 
old shaft, after having removed two or 
three feet of the debris, they aban­ 
doned it, and having made their loca­ 
tions, they started a new incline shaft 
below the old works. 
From the sur­ 
face down they had a twelve to four­ 
teen inch streak of sulpliuret ore run­ 
ning from 15 to 56 per cent. In copper 
and well in gold, one assay giving $42 
per ton. 
The incline is now down fif­ 
teen feet and the ore has widened to 
three feet. 


A well-preserved skeleton, with a bul­ 
let hole through the ekull, or bearing 
other evidence of foul play, is a desir­ 
able, if not an essential exhibit of ev­ 
ery such discovery, and as this was 
lacking, Mr. Goble industriously set 
about to supply the 
deficiency, 
al­ 
though in justice to our informant, he 
says it was the hope of 
uncovering 
treasure more than to make so grew- 
feome a find, which prompted him to ex­ 
plore a mound of stones lodged in a 
crevice in the rocks near the breast­ 
works. After removing about three 
feet of rock and leaves Goble struck Ms 
pick into what proved to be the eye- 
socket of a human skull, which caused 
him to momentarily shrink with horror, 
but summoning up courage he proceed­ 
ed with the work, and soon uncovered 
a complete skeleton of a man. 
Near 
the right hand lay a dagger eaten writh 
rust, a large chunk of quartz seamed 
with coarse gold, and a 
handsome 
specimen of onyx. What was the fate 
of the human being whose bones bad 
been thus 'rudely disturbed? Had he 
been murdered by the implacable foe of 
the 
white 
man, 
the 
blood-thirsty 
Apache, or had he peacefully laid down 
life’s burden and been tenderly com­ 
mitted to the grave by friendly hands? 
There is none to answer, and the mys­ 
tery must remain unsolved.—Globe, A«

SIR EDWIN ARNOLD'S ROMANCE. 


M arried a D au gh ter of th e Land Ho 
Loved and of W liicli He "Wrote. 
The marriage of Sir Edwin Arnold, 
the English poet, editor and author, 
to a Japanese young lady, in London, 
while it may have occasioned consider­ 
able surprise among the staid old Eng­ 
landers as a whole, did not cause much 
surprise 
among his more intimate 
friends, who predicted that the visits 
of Sir Edwin to the land of the Mikado 
would result in his bringing home a 
Japanese bride. The poet and liis wife 
will make their residence in London. 
This is Sir Edwin Arnold’s third matri­ 
monial venture, and at least oue more 
of them was of a romantic nature. 


The name of Sir Edwin Arnold is 
closely linked with that of Japan. He 
is completely infatuated with the land 
and has visited it many times. 
The 
country seemed to lend an inspiration 
to 
his genius, and some of his most 
graceful songs are those in which he 
lingers caressingly over the women of 
the island empire. In 1890 he secured 
a bouse on the outskirts of Tokio, built 
in the ideal Japanese style, and there 
he lived for many months. It was here 
that his most famous production, “The 
Light or Asia,” was born. He received 
many visitors from the Japanese peo­ 
ple, and they were devout worshippers

at his shrine. He learned the Japanese 
language in six months. It was said at 
this time that he was to be married in 
Japan, but rumor has it that the mar­ 
riage was delayed, through his eldest 
daughter, who was with him, and who 
never took kindly to Japanese religions 
and customs. 


Sir Edwin is not over popular in En­ 
gland, This is due mainly to the fact 
that he has expressed his love for Ja­ 
pan and, after that, the United States. 
It was this so-called desertion of his 
own country that very probably caused 
his loss of the poet laureateship.

Next to that of the British museum 
the largest collection of birds’ eggs is 
that belonging to a lawyer named Nelir 
Korn, In Braunschweig, Germany.

Tacoma once had a mint that coined 


Èli the money in circulation where tho 
lity of Destiny now stands, and it did 
not require tho flat of Uncle Sam, the 
silver of Idaho or the gold of Cali­ 
fornia to make tho pieces from Taco­ 
ma's mint pass current among tho In- 
Mans and the few hardy pioneers that 
1 were blazing the path of civilization 
, through the forest on the shores of 
Commencement bay.

Back in the early seventies, so says 
the Tacoma Leader, tho Tacoma Mail 
Pompany, not being able to handily se- 
1 $ure gold and silver for use in trading 
jvith and paying off tho Indian laborers 
jmd early settlers, hit upon the novel 
plan of issuing their own currency, and 
to this end set their blacksmith at 
ivork to fashion for them out of scraps 
)f iron and brass pieces of money, or, 
rather, tokens, which could bo used as 
a circulating medium, Tho pieces con­ 
sisted of 40 and 45 cent iron tokens and 
br ass $1 pieces. The 40-cent pieces were 
about the size of the present half dol­ 
lar. 
The one-dollar pieces were oval 
in shape, about an inch and a quarter 
long, an inch wide and a sixteenth of 
an inch in thickness. 
These pieces 
were stamped with the figures show­ 
ing their value, and readily passed cur­ 
rent all over the country tributary to 
the mill. 
Nearly all this old “mill” 
coin has passed away, but a few days 
ngo William Hanson, of the Tacoma 
Mill Company, presented a set of these 
queer coins to the Ferry Museum. In 
his letter he said: 


“The honesty of the people and tho 
absence of any blacksmith shop savo 
that of the company made the use of 
tliis money possible.” 


Oregon has long boasted of the “Bea­ 
v e r” coin minted at Oregon City in the 
early fifties as the only money minted

When it was raging 
in Europe a few weeks ago I accompan- 
ied Dr. Field in his rounds to witness 
the so called 'wonderful cures' he per- 
formed while the patients of others drop 
ping on all sides. The remedy to be 
rapid must be simple. All he (ook 
with him was powder of sulphur and a 
quill, and with these he cured every pa- 
tient without exception. 
He put a 


spoonful of flour of brim stone into a 
wine glass of water and stirred it with 
his finger, instead of a spoon, as the 
sulphur does not readily amalgamate 
with water. 
When the sulphur is mix- 


ed he gave it as a gargle, and in ten 
minutes he was out of danger. 
Brim- 


stone kills every specie of fungus in 
man, beast and plant in a few minutes. 
In extreme cases in which he had been 
called just in the nick of time, when 
the fungus was too nearly closed to al- 
low the gargling, he blew the sulphur 
through a quill into the throat, and af 
ter the fungus had shrunk to allow of it 
the gargling. 
He never lost a patient 


of diphtheria. If a patient cannot gar- 
gle, take a live coal, put it on a shovel 
and sprinkle a spoonful or two of flour 
ot brimstone at a time upon it, let the 
sufferer inhale it and the fungus will 
die. If plentifully used, the whole room 
may be filled to suffocation; the patient 
can walk about in it; inhaling the fumes 
with the doors aud windows shut. The 
mode ot fumigating a room with sul 
phur has often cured the most violent 
attacks of cold in the head, chest, &c., 
at any time, and is recomended in cases 
of consumption and asthma. 


Free Postage for All. 


A Philadelphian has invented a 


method for supplying free postage to 
the public. 
It is a machine with two 


compartments, one of which is to con- 
tain two cent postage stamps and the 
other postal cards. 
Each stamp is eh- 


' closed in a neat wrapper four inches 
wide and six inches long. 
Two pos 


tal cards are enclosed in a like wrap 
per- The person who drops a penny 
into the machine; obtains a two cent 
stamp or two postal cards as desired, 
and has paid therefor one cent. The 
wrapper contains the cards of mer- 
chants and manufacturers, and one of 
these cards on each wrapper is redeem- 
able at the stole selling the article ad- 
vertised tor one cent. 
Thus the stamp 


or postal cost the user nothing. 
The 


card which the merchant has redeemed 
is likewise redeemable by ihe company, 
so the merchant is repaid. 
A small 


charge for the cards on the wrappers 
pays the company for the operation of 
the system, and the large number of 
machines employed and advertising 
space consumed yields good returns on 
the capital invested. The machines 
will be placed in stores throughout the 
country, and will be in charge of the 
proprietors of the stores, who will see 
that every one may secure stamps ard 
cards, and that they are not exhaustu 
by a few persons. The plan eliminate 
all cost to the user except large consuui 
ers. 
It is for the benefit of those wh< 


use from one to ten stamps or posta 
cards per day or less frequently.

At Fredericksburg he was wounded and 
taken prisoner, and was confined for t >vo 
months in Libby prison 
Part of time 


he was in the army he belonged to the 
army Band as one of the cornetists 


AfUT the war he returned to Dillsburg, 


and for four years continued to make 
that place his home, though part of the 
time he worked at his trade in different 
parts of the west. In 1868 he removed 
with his family to this place and started 
in business here, continuing in the same 
line of business to the time of his death 
By faithful attention to business and by 
the superioriry of bis wormanship, he 
built up a fine trade here, which compet- 
itors have frequently unsuccessfully triec 
to wrest from him. He was a man of 
sturdy character and positive ways. 


He leaves a wife and seven children to 


mourn his loss—five daughters and two 
sons. One of the daughters is now a resi 
dent of Salt Lake City, Utah. His aged 
mother also survives him, being now 
over 90 years old, and resides in Dills 
burg.

There 
is a plentiful supply of beets for the 
first factory in Borne, forty-seven car- 
loads and several boatloads being at 
the factory on a recent day. The 
beets show a profitable percentage of 
sugar, some of the red ones fanning 
as high as 15.4 and the white ones 
16.6 per cent. 
This season's supply 


comes from about 1000 acres, and con- 
tracts are being made for three times 
that area next year. 
Spurred by the 


success of the factory in Borne, capi- 
talists are prospecting at Batavia with 
a view of erecting a half-million dol- 
lar plant there, if five-year contracts 
for 3000 acres of beets can be made 
with the farmers in the vicinity. 
The 


land about Batavia, like that about 
Borne, is well adapted to beet culture.

a ready market in Bussia, the home 
of the connoisseur. 
To the fastidious 


taste of a Muscovite noble a sea voy- 
age ruins the delicate flavor of the 
leaves and renders them unfit for a 
samovar. The British consumer is by 
no means so dainty. 
The business of 


the London tea merchant is to grab 
hold of the new crop as soon as pos- 
sible and to dump it by the shipload 
on an eager and waiting'market. 


The keen competion of the import- 


ers produced the famous tea clippers 
—full-rigged ships of 700 or 800 tons 
register, with fine yachtlike lines, 
heavily sparred and rigged, and capa- 
ble or fifteen knots an hour under 
especially favorable conditions.

Great contraction incident to cool- 


ing has always made the production of 
sound aluminium castings well-nigh 
impossible. This trouble is now reme- 
died by adding a gram of phosphorus 
o a kilo of the molten metal, but that 
makes the castings too brittle for roll- 
ing. 
So to secure ingots fit for roll- 


ing rape oil is now used in treating- 
the molten metal as soon as it is run 
into crucibles and while the process of 
contraction continues, with the result 
of a metal that is fairly ductive and 
malleable. 


Many of the violent changes which 


occur under the surface of the sea, a& 
Professor John Milne has recently 
shown, produce effects that are dis- 
tinctly and sometimes disastrouslyfelt 
an the land.

How Cents Are Coined. 


When the copper sheets ready for 


•tamping reach the Philadelphia mint, 
where all our minor coins are made, 
each one is tested to see that the al- 
loy is in the right proportion. Thence 
they pass directly to the coining room. 
Here the sheets are cut into strips, 
from which the round blanks, called 
"planchets," are punched, and these 
are run directly through the stamping 
machines, where they receive the im- 
pressions from the dies. 


The stamping machine consists of a 


heavy cast-iron arch above a small 
round table, at which the operator 
sits. A nearly round brass plate, 
called a "triangle," is fastened by a- 
"knee" joint to the lever of the arch. 
This triangle holds the die, which is 
forced down on the blanks and leaves 
the impression. The brass blanks or 
"planchets" drop through a hollow 
tube upon feeders, which carry them 
beneath the dies.

When the copper sheets ready for 
stamping reach the Philadelphia mint, 
where all our minor coins are made, 
each one is tested to see that the al­ 
loy is in the right proportion. 
Thence 
they pass directly to the coining room. 
Here the sheets are cut into strips, 
from which the round blanks, called 
“ planchets,” are punched, and these 
are run directly through the stamping 
machines, where they receive the im­ 
pressions from the dies. 


The stamping machine consists of a 
heavy cast-iron arch above a small 
round table, at which the operator 
sits. 
A nearly round brass plate, 
called a “ triangle,” is fastened by a 
“ knee” joint to the lever of the arch. 
This triangle holds tho die, which is 
forced down on the blanks and leaves 
the impression. 
The brass blanks or 
“ planchets” drop through a hollow 
tube upon feeders, which carry them 
beneath the 
dies. 
Any imperfect 
pieces are rejected by the women oper­ 
ators, who acquire wonderful dexter­ 
ity in detecting them. 


From the stamp the coins go to an 
automatic weighing machine. 
This 
intelligent piece of mechanism, a Ger­ 
man invention, perfected by a former 
director of the mint, throws out all 
pieces that are above or below the re­ 
quired weight, and an electric alarm 
attached to it warns the operator in 
case two coins try to pass into the re­ 
ceptacle at once. 
The pieces of cor­ 
rect weight pass on to the counting- 
room, and the others are sent back to 
be recast,—Washington Star.

LASSOING THE CONDOR, 


A FORTUNE GAINED IN A YEAR IN 


THIS UNIQUE TRADE. 


Chilean Government Paid Five Dollar* 


for Each Condor'* Head-Mammoth 
Bird* Destroyed Cuttle—Twenty Condor* 
a Frequent l>ay> Work for an American. 
Henry M. Kiiowles, who went to 


Chile from San Francisco in 1870 with 
Henry Meigs of South American rail- 
road fame and enormous wealth, came 
wp the coast to Los Angeles the other 
day, after an absence of fifteen years 
from California. 
He went away a 


poor boy from San Francisco, and is 
now paying taxes on some million dol- 
lars' worth of property in Callao, 
Peru, and in Valparaiso and other cit- 
ies in Chile. 
"I got my start toward fortune," 


said he to a Los Angeles correspond- 
ent of the Philadelphia Times, when 
pressed to tell how he had prospered 
in South America, "by lassoing con- 
dors. That may seem a very strange 
occupation for money making, but it 
was not so uncommon down in Chile 
*nd Peru. You see 1 had lived as a 
l>oy so long among the plainsmen in 
Kansas and Nevada that I became ex- 
pert with the lariat and on a horse. 
The Chilean government, at the sug- 
gestion of Meigs, gave a bounty of $5 
for every condor killed in the repub- 
lic. You see the birds had become 
such a nuisance and were increasing 
so fast that they devoured tens of 
thousands of dollars' worth of food 
«very year, and attacked herds of 
sheep, and even calves and colts, in 
their ferocity for a carcass to prey 
upon. 


"Well, the Chileans felt so prosper- 


ous that, coupled with their natural 
indolerce, they did not care to avail 
themselves of the opportunities to 
make money by slaying the condors, 
for the vocation requires hard A\ ork 
and many physical risks 
I hnrl not 


been down in Chile a week before I 
saw a chance to make more money 
than I had ever before dreamed of pos- 
sessing by lassoing and killing tke 
mammdth birds. 
There were three of 


ns Yankees in Valparaiso, and we de- 
cided to go into the condor-killing 
business. 
The next day, mounted on 


horses that Meigs bought for us, and 
armed with guns and lariats, we start- 
ed out to hunt condors among the 
foothills and canyons and crags of the 
Andes mountains. 
We went over oOO 


miles, out among the cattlemen and 
sheep herders. For a few days we 
had instructions from a few Chileans 
as to the most experienced methods of 
•capturing the enornioxis and savage 
birds. 


'/In -a few weeks "we Yankees _had 
learned every detail of hunting con- 
dors, and our native ingjyauity had 
added to the experience of the Chil- 
eans. For months I got from ten to 
twenty condor heads every day, and 
«ach one in our party did half as well 
as that. 
Everv month during the 


years 1871 and 1872 and 1873 I got 
warrants on the Chilean treasury for 
from $700 to $800. One month when 
I had forwarded 216 dried condor 
heads to the controller of Chile and 
had sworn that there was no fraud by 
me, I got a warrant for $1080. 


"The big birds used to be found in 


flocks of seventy or eighty in the graz- 
ing countries of the lower Andes in 
Central Chile. Like other members 
of the vulture family they search ev- 
erywhere for carcasses upon which to 
feed. They have a wonderfully keen 
«ye, and I have proved to myself that 
a condor can see a dead animal ten and 
even fifteen miles away. 


"Twenty-five years ago it was no 


uncommon thing to see hundreds of 
these freebooters hovering over the 
plains, each one a ravenous and de- 
termined dinner robber from the 
herds below, to which the shadow of 
a condor's wing carried as much terror 
as the appearance of a hawk does to a 
brood of chickens. The condor was 
the greatest enemy the stock-raisers 
in that part of South America had to 
contend with, and it was his persist- 
ent and destructive raids on grazing 
cattle that made him an outlaw with a 
price on his head. 


"How did we capture these fero- 


cious birds? Our first job every morn- 
ing before we had even a peep of sun- 
light over the mountains was to carry 
the carcass of a dead animal, as a 
horse or a cow, out on the plain, 
where it could easily be seen from all 
points of the compass. 
We moved 


about every few days from one locality 
to another, and never put the body 
twice in the same place, because of the 
extreme suspiciousuess of an average 
condor. 
Generally, we would move 


three or four miles every twenty-four 
hours. Sometimes, when we were 
not doing so well as we thought we 
should do. we would move ten miles 
away in another valley. 


"After we had placed our bait car- 


cass we set up our tents and the cau- 
vas flies that concealed us and our 
horses from view ol the condors. 
Breakfast was no sooner over loan we 
could see from our peepholes in the 
canvas that hid us several condors 
coming down through the clouds from 
the mountain crests straight toward 
our bait. 
We waited patienily until a 


dozen or more of the birds had eaten 
heartily of the meal we had provided 
for them, and then we sprang to our 
horses, which stood near, bridled and

Huddled, ready for the chase. In a 
second we were ofl', lariats in hand, 
after the condors. 


"It should be said here that when 


a condor has gorged itself with food 
it cannot rise for flight unless after a 
long distance of running to give itself 
a momentum. It can get over ground, 
however, as fast as a dog. Our meth- 
od was to follow the birds for half a 
mile or more, and then as they rose 
for flight to throw our lariats over 
their heads. 
An expert lassoer could 


send his rope over a condor's head 
and so manage it that it was slipped 
down until it touched the shoulders of 
the wings before it would be tightened 
on the bird. 


"The condor was then a prisoner, 


but able to use his powerful pinions, 
breathe freely and lead the horsemen 
a wild chase across the plain, turning 
in all directions in his frantic flight, 
but unable to rise higher than the 
length of the lasso. When the rider 
tired of the sport he would turn the 
horse about and lead the chase him- 
self, forcing the iinwilling bird along 
until it tumbled, spent, to the ground, 
and was dragged to death at the 
horse's heels. 


"In 1881 the work of exterminating 


the condors had been so thoroughly 
done that the law granting a bounty 
of $5 for every condor's head was re- 
pealed. I had, however, quit the busi- 
ness long before that, and had invest- 
ed the §19,000 I had saved from my 
condor bounty money in guano prop- 
erty that made me over $40,000 the 
very first year." 


GOOD ROADS AGAIN. 


A Computation That Presents the Econ- 


omical Side of the Question. 


There are, it is estimated, 300,000 


miles of highway roads in the United 
States, about 20 per cent, of the roads 


i of all the world. Great Britain has 


120,000 miles of roadways, and these 
are son'e of the best in the world. 
Germany has 275,000 miles of roads, 
and some of them are as poor as the 
roadways of a great country can be. 
France, which has taken an enlight- 
ened view of the good roads question 
for many years, and has spent more 
than $1,000,000,000 on highways, has 
a mileage of 330,000, more than any 
other country, Kussia, with an enor- 
mous area, has only 70,000 miles of 
roadways, while Italy, a smaller coun- 
try, has 55,000. 


i'or a considerable time the agita- 


tion in the United States for good 
roads languished for the reason, per- 
haps, that by the American system of 
subdivided local authority "what's 
everybody's business is 
nobody's 


business," and controversies being 
frequent as to the liability of national, 
state or municipal authority for. need- 
"ful expenditures, very little was done. 
The National League for Good Roads 
was organized in 1892 "to awaken 
general interest in the improvement 
of public roads, to determine the best 
methods of building and maintaining 
them and conduct and foster such 
publications as may serve these pur- 
poses." 
At the beginning of the 


agitation the good roads question did 
not make much headway, and it was 
not until the popularity of bicycling 
grew that the demand for improved 
roads became organized, and since 
then considerable headway has been 
made. A computation which finds 
much favor among the advocates of 
good roads is this: There are approxi- 
mately, though the number is steadily 
on the decline, 14,000,000 horses in 
the United States—there were 15,000,- 
000 in the census of 1890—and there 
are about 2,000,000 mules, principally 
in the South, the annual cost of fod- 
der for these animals being$1,500,000,- 
000. 
On fine stone roads one horse 


can haul as much as three horses can 
haul over the average dirt road of this 
country. It is estimated that it would 
be necessary to build about 1,000.000 
miles of macadamized roads in the 
United States in order to have as good 
a system of public highways as is 
found in several European states. At 
$4000 
a 
mile 
this 
would in- 


volve an outlay of $4,000,000.000, a 
pretty large sum. But if one half of 
the draught animals could be dis- 
pensed with by the building of such 
roads, there would be an annual sav- 
ing of $700.000,000 in the food bill. 
Consequently, if road bonds were is- 
sued bearing 3 per cent, interest, 
6,000.000 miles of macadamized road 
could be built without increasing the 
annual expenses one dollar. — Xew 
York Sun.

DESTROY THOUSANDS OF FISH.

PoUon Made by a Secret Proc«M In 


to Stupefy the Finny Victim*—Boatload* 
of Fl*h Caught — Feantlng and Cere- 
inonle* a» TLong us the Fich Hold Out. 
The annual fish poisoning and fry- 


ing season of the Cherokeen opened 
two weeks ago at Mitchell's mill and 
a dozen or more other places on the 
Illinois river in the Cherokee nation. 
The destruction of fish by the Indian 
secret process of poisoning is enor- 
mous, and will result in the almost 
complete annihilation of the last year's 
growth. 


The great tribal fish meet has oc- 


curred annually from time immemor- 
ial, but this year it has been made an 
occasion of more than unusual im- 
portance, and the festivities attending 
it .have been of the gayest order. 
Thousands of Cherokees have been in 
attendance, and it has been the meet- 
ing place of all the chiefs and the cap- 
tains of the two regularly organized 
political parties, who, according to 
tribal 
custom, gathered 
together 


to talk 
over 
matters pertaining 


to the continued perpetuation of their 
present political rights and the con- 
tinued peace, prosperity and happi- 
ness of the Cherokee people in gen- 
ral. 


Before their removal West, a little 


more than two centuries ago, and for 
a hundred years previous thereto, the 
Cherokees and other tribes held un- 
disputed possession of a vast area of 
country extending over what is now 
Georgia, the Carolinas, Tennessee 
and Alabama. A glance at a map of 
those states will discover many names 
of rivers of purely Cherokee origin. 
Upon all those streams the Cherokees 
in the long, long ago, held annual 
high carnival, and not a few of the old 
timers present oil the Illinois river 
now were present then, for some oi' 
them are more than 100 years old and 
cannot until this day speak a word of 
English^ 


E$#ensive preparations are made in 


advance. All the members of the tribe 
\v ithin a region extending sometimes 
for many miles are notified by the 
clan captains of the date wheu the fes- 
tival will begin. The Cherokees are 
divided up into clans, as the Bird 
clan, the Tiger clan, and half-a-dozen 
other claus, and certain ones are chos- 
en to lead in these annual gatherings. 
Several days before the different clans 
come together the poison is placed in 
the river. The dispensers are cap- 
tains, selected from the various clans, 
who look upon their official positions 
as places of great iionoir-— - 


The process of making the poison 


is kept secret, only the tribal medi- 
cine rneii being acquainted with the 
details of manufacture. 
No white 


man has ever been able to discover 
the exact ingredients of the mixture. 
Buckeyes, that grow on the bottoms 
of the Illinois river, form a part of 
the poison, and great numbers of them 
are gathered and put through a pro- 
cess of drying and pulverizing. They 
are then mixed -with unknown herbs. 
The poison is placed in the river about 
two 4Bk^dvance of the meeting 
time, inc!rnHkB|^he fish may be- 
come thorougnr^^^B^ated, so they 
can be easily taken wR^P'the people 
are called together. 


The effect of the poison is not in- 


stantaneous, nor is it fatal. The fish 
readily swallow it, and when the 
effects begin to be felt they dart about 
in a semi-crazed manner, shooting ir > 
and out of the water very often, or 
seeking the surface around old drift- 
wood, where they often lie as if paus- 
ing for breath. 
It is not uncommon 


I to see large, red-eyed trout, big cat- 
! fish, or a fifteen-pound buffalo or red- 


j horse lying so helpless that it is no 
! trick at all to step up and flip him 


I out of the water upon the bank. 
The 


1 poison sometimes paralyses the fish 
so that they turn over ou their backs 


' and float as if dead. 
The poison soon 


leaves them however, and if they do 
not take another dose of it they re- 
gain their senses and activity. 


It is not a part of the program 


to allow any fish to recover if it can 
be prevented. "When the poison takes 
hold sufficiently to craze or benumb 
the fish, the Indian is ready to com- 
mence the deadly work with his spear 
or bow. Bows and arrows are also 
Tised. especially by the women, and 
there is scarcely a child who cannot 
use these with deadly effect. 


Sometimes whole 
boatloads are 


speared during an outing of a few 
hours. 
When enough fish for a feast 


have been slaughtered, huge log heaps 
are prepared and set on fire. When 
reduced to coals and ashes the fish 
frying begins. 
Preceding the cere- 


monies, which are a sort of tribal re- 
ligious worship, in which the Indians 
bow and pat their feet and hands, and 
moan and grunt dolefully, the fish are 


' wrapped singly in hea\y brown paper 
and thrown into the hot ashes, where 
they are allowed to remain until the 
religious jiart of the feast is com- 
pleted. 
When taken out the fish is 


v«»ry palatable,the flesh readily separ- 
ating fiom the bones, making a most 
delicious dish. 
A large circle is then 


| formed, and all sit down and are 


' served with the fish without dishes of 
any kind, the only accompanying food 


' being a plain bread called kee-nut- 


chie, composed of equal parts of tin 
goodies of hickory nuts and waluuti 
and Indian corn or maize, crushed 
between two heavy stones. 
Thii 


closes the festivities for the day, th« 
same 
program being carried oiv 


the next day, and continued in th« 
same manner as long as the fish holds 
out. 


RUNNING THE FAST EXPRESS, 


The Train I>«-m»atclier Man More to I>< 


With it Than the Engineer. 


George Ethelbert Walsh contributes 


an article on "Running the Fasl 
Express" to St. Nicholas. Mr. WalsL 
says: 


The eyes of the engineer are on the 


clock and time-table before him, and 
he keeps a sharp lookout ahead. Foi 
various reasons he may fall a few min- 
utes behindhand at one point, but he 
manages to make up the loss at an- 
other. 
He has certain stops to make, 


and he makes all speed possible be- 
tween them. But he is not mastei 
of the road. At any moment a dangei 
signal along the line may confront 
him. 
He may be ordered to bring his 


train to a standstill at a small way- 
station, and there receive telegraphic 
orders to run on a siding. He asks no 
questions, but obeys orders. 
Five 


minutes later a "special" may rush 
past him, and then the signals are 
set again, warning the engineer that 
he must make up for lost time. 


To understand this delay, and the 


sudden changes made in the time- 
table, it will be necessary to go back 
to headquarters and to watch the gen- 
eral superintendent and the traiu-des- 
patcher Although many trains run- 
ning on the line are hundreds of miles 
away, the exact position of every one, 
every second in the hour, is known 
and recorded. A telegraph operator 
is working industriously in the office 
of the train despatcher, receiving and 
sending orders. The running-orders 
of all the trains are directed from this 
office. Each engineer has orders to 
make a certain run according to the 
time-table, unless other orders from 
headquarters interfere. 


If an accident happens'-on the road, 


the train-despatcher knows it almost 
as soon as the passengers. A break- 
down of some local train on the main 
line may upset all the calculations of 
the day. Immediately 
the 
ex- 


presses running on that line must 
be stopped before a collision occurs. 
A snowstorm may blockade a train on 
the northern branch of the road, and 
thereby make necessary a change in 
the regular schedule. 


A train from the west is half an hour 


behind, perhaps, and this interferes 
with the regular running of the other 
trains. Arrangements must be made 
to let trains pass without accident. 
The express trains nearly always have 
the right of way. 
A western express 


may be behind time, and start out 
five minutes ahead of some special 
express. In this instance she must 
give the special the right of way, and 
she is forced upon some siding. 
The 


special express passej without losing 
a minute. 


There are fifty trains coming and 


going, one behind time, another ahead, 
probably, and each crowding out an- 
other. The train-despatcher has to 
regulate this tangle and keep things 
running smoothly. 
Thus it is that 


the engineer of the flyer may sudden- 
ly find himself side-tracked. 


Should the train despatcher make a 


mistake, or fail to make arrangements 
for two fast-moving trains, the block- 
signal system would probably prevent 
an accident. The block-towers are 
connected by telegraph lines, and a 
bell code enables the men to commu- 
nicate directly with each other. They 
can stop a train at any moment by 
means of their signals, independent of 
orders from headquarters. Thus the 
engineer depends entirely upon others 
to keep the track clear, and he merely 
runs his train as near schedule time 
as possible, and keeps his iron steed 
in perfect condition.

LASSOING THE CONDOR. 


A FORTUNE GAINED IN A YEAR IN 
THIS UNIQUE TRADE, 


C hilean G overnm ent P al cl Five l>ollurs 


for 
Knelt Con<lor> 
II e n d —M a m m o th 


IMrd* Oeslroyetl Cattle-Twenty Condors 
a F re q u e n t D a y ’s W o rk for a n A m erican . 
Henry M. Knowles, who went to 
Chile from Han Francisco in 1870 with 
Henry Meigs of South American rail­ 
road fame and enormous wealth, came 
up the coast to Los Angeles the other 
-day, after an absence of fifteen years 
from California. 
He went away a 
poor boy from San Francisco, and is 
now paying taxes on some million dol­ 
lars* -worth of property in Callao, 
Peru, and in Valparaiso and other cit­ 
ies in Chile. 


“ I got my start toward fortune,” 
said he to a Los Angeles correspond­ 
ent of the Philadelphia Times, when 
pressed to tell how he had prospered 
in South America, “ by lassoing con­ 
dors, 
That may seem a very strange 
occupation for money making, but it 
was not so uncommon down in Chile 
.and Peru. 
You see I had lived as a 
boy so long among the i:>lainsmeii 
Kansas and Nevada that I became ex­ 
pert with the lariat and on a horse. 
The Chilean government, at the sug­ 
gestion of Meigs, gave a bounty of $5 
for every condor killed in the repub­ 
lic. 
You see the birds had become 
such a nuisance and w'ere increasing 
«o fast that they devoured tens of 
thousands of dollars* worth of food 
-every year, and attacked herds of 
sheep, and even calves and colts, in 
their ferocity for a carcass to i^rey 
upon. 


“ Well, the Chileans felt so prosper­ 
ous that, coupled with their natural 
indolerce, they did not care to avail 
themselves of the opportunities to 
make money by slaying the condors, 
for the vocation requires hard work 
.and many physical risks. 
I had not 
been down in Chile a week before I 
saw a chance to make more money 
than I had ever before dreamed of pos­ 
sessing by lassoing and killing the 
mammoth birds. 
There were three of 
iis Yankees in Valparaiso, and we de­ 
cided to go into the condor-killing 
business. 
The next day, mounted on 
horses that Meigs bought for us, and 
armed with guns and lariats, we start­ 
ed out to hunt condors among the 
foothills and canyons aud crags of the 
Andes mountains. 
We went over oOO 
miles, out among the cattlemen and 
sheep herders. 
For a few days we 
had instructions from a few Chileans 
as to the most experienced methods of 
capturing the enormous and savage 
birds. 


“ In a few weeks 'we Yankees bad 
learned every detail of hunting con­ 
dors, and our native ingenuity had 
added to the experience of the Chil­ 
eans. 
For months I got from ten to 
twenty concjor heads every day, and 
each one in our party did half as well 
as that. 
Every month during the 
years 1871 and ¡872 and 1873 I got 
warrants on the Chilean treasury for 
from $700 to 3800. 
One month when 


I had forwarded 216 dried condor 
lieads to the controller of Chile and 
liad sworn that there was no fraud by 
me, I got a warrant for $1080. 


“ The big birds used to be found in 
flocks of seventy or eighty in the graz­ 
ing countries of the lower Andes in 
Central Chile. 
Like other members 
of the vulture family they search ev­ 
erywhere for carcasses upon which to 
feed. 
They have a wonderfully keen 
eye, and I have proved to myself that 
a condor can see a dead animal ten and 
even fifteen miles away. 


“ Twenty-live years ago it was no 
uncommon thing to see hundreds of 
these freebooters hovering over the 
plains, each one a ravenous and de­ 
termined 
dinner robber 
from 
the 
herds below, to which tliQ shadow of 
a condor’s wing carried as much terror 
as tho appearance of a hawk does to a 
brood of chickens. 
The condor was 
the greatest enemy the stock-raisers 
in that part of South America had to 
contend with, and it was his persist­ 
ent and destructive raids on grazing 
eattle that made him an outlaw with a 
price on his head. 


“How did we capture these fero- 
eious birds? Our first job every morn­ 
ing before wo had even a peep of sun­ 
light over the mountains was to carry 
the carcass of a dead animal, as a 
horse or a cow, out on the plain, 
where it could easily be seen from all 
points of the compass. 
We moved 
about every few days from one locality 
to another, and never put the body 
twice in the same place, because of the 
extreme suspiciousness of an average 
eondor, 
Generally, we would move 
three or four miles every twenty-four 
hours. 
Sometimes, when we were 
not doing so well as we thought we 
should do, we would move ten miles 
away in another valley. 


“After we had placed our bait car­ 
cass we set up our tents and the can­ 
vas iiies that concealed us and our 
horses frprn view of the condors. 
Breakfast was no sooner over than we 
could see from our peepholes in the 
canvas that hid us several condors 
coming down through the clouds from 
the mountain crests straight toward 
our bait. 
We waited patiently until a 
dozen or more of the birds had eaten 
heartily of the meal we had provided 
for them, and then we sprang to our 
feoraes, which stood near, bridled and 


saddled, ready for the chase. 
In a 
second we were off, lariats in hand, 
after the condors. 


“ It should be said here that when 
a condor has gorged itself with food 
it cannot rise for flight unless after a 
long distance of running to give itself 
a momentum. It can get over ground, 
howo^er, as fast as a dog. 
Our meth­ 
od was to follow the birds for half a 
mile or more, and then as they rose 
for flight to throw our lariats over 
their heads. 
An expert lassoer could 
send his rope over a condor’s head 
and so manage it that it was slipped 
down until it touched the shoulders of 
the wings before it would bo tightened 
on the bird. 


“The condor was then a prisoner, 
but able to use his powerful pinions, 
breathe freely and lead the horsemen 
a wild chase across the plain, turning 
in all directions in his frantic flight, 
but unable to rise higher than the 
length of the lasso. 
When the rider 
tired of the sport he would turn the 
horse about and lead the chase him­ 
self, forcing the unwilling bird along 
until it tumbled, spent, to the ground, 
and was dragged to death at the 
horse’s heels. 


“ In 1881 the work of exterminating 
the condors had been so thoroughly 
done that the law granting a bounty 
of $5 for every condor’s head was re­ 
pealed. I had, however, quit the busi­ 
ness long before that, and had invest­ 
ed the SI9,000 I had saved from my 
condor bounty money in guano prop­ 
erty that made me over $40,000 the 
very first year. ” 


GOOD ROADS AGAIN. 


A C o m p u tatio n T h a t P re se n ts th e Econ* 
om leal Side of th o Q u estio n . 


There are, >it is estimated, 300,000 
miles of highway roads in the United 
States, about 20 per cent, of the roads 
of all the world. 
Great Britain has 
120,000 miles of roadways, and these 
are some of the best in the world. 
Germany has 275,000 miles of roads, 
and some of them are as poor as the 
roadways of a great country can be. 
France, which has taken an enlight­ 
ened view of the good roads question 
for many years, and has spent more 
than $1,000,000,000 on highways, has 
a mileage of 330,000, more than any 
other country, 
Russia, with an enor­ 
mous area, has only 70,000 miles of 
roadwavs, while Italy, a smaller coun­ 
try, has 55,000. 


For a considerable time the agita­ 
tion in the United States for good 
roads languished for the reason, per­ 
haps, that by the American system of 
subdivided local authority “ what’s 
everybody’s 
business 
is 
nobody’s 
business,” and controversies being 
frequent as to the liability of national, 
state or municipal authority for need­ 
ful expenditures, very little was done. 
The National League for Good Roads 
was organized in 1892 “ to awaken 
general interest in the improvement 
of public roads, to determine the best 
methods of building and maintaining 
them and conduct and foster such 
publications as may serve these pur­ 
poses. ” 
At the beginning of the 
agitation the good roads question did 
not make much headway, and it was 
not until the popularity of bicycling 
grew that the demand for improved 
roads became organized, and since 
then considerable headway has been 
made. 
A computation which linds 
much favor among the advocates of 
good roads is this: There are approxi­ 
mately, though the number is steadily 
on the decline, 14,000,000 horses in 
the United States—there were 15,000,- 
000 in the census of 1890—and there 
are about 2,000,000 mules, principally 
in the South, the annual cost of fod­ 
der for these animals being$1,500,000,- 
000. 
On fine stone roads one horse 
can haul as much as three horses can 
haul over the average dirt road of this 
country. It is estimated that it would 
be necessary to build about 1,000,000 
miles of macadamized roads in the 
United States in order to have as good 
a system of public highways as is 
found in several European states. 
At 
$4000 
a 
mile 
this 
would 
in­ 
volve an outlay of $4,000,000,000, a 
pretty large sum. 
But if one half of 
the draught animals could be dis­ 
pensed with by the building of such 
roads, there would be an annual sav­ 
ing of $700,000,000 in the food bill. 
Consequently, if road bonds were is­ 
sued bearing 3 per cent, interest, 
6,000,000 miles of macadamized road 
could be built without increasing the 
annual expenses, one dollar. — New 
York Sun.

GREAT TRIBAL FISII MEET 


HOW THE CHEROKEES 
ANNUALLY 
DESTROY THOUSANDS OF FISH. 


P o iso n M ado b y a S ecret P ro cess Ts XTsed 


to Stupefy th e F in n y V ic tim s—B o atload s 
o f F is h C a u g h t — F e a s tin g a n d C ere­ 
m o n ie s as Louie a s th e F is h H o ld O ut. 
The annual fish poisoning and fry­ 
ing season of the Cherokee? opened 
two weeks ago at Mitchell’s mill and 
a dozen or more other places on the 
Illinois river in the Cherokee nation. 
The destruction of fish by the Indian 
secret process of poisoning is enor­ 
mous, and will result in the almost 
complete annihilation of the last year’s 
growth. 


The great tribal fish meet has oc­ 
curred annually from time immemor­ 
ial, but this year it has been made an 
occasion of more than unusual im­ 
portance, and tho festivities attending 
it . have been of the gayest order. 
Thousands of Cherokees have been in 
attendance, and it has been the meet­ 
ing place of all the chiefs and the cap­ 
tains of tho two regularly organized 
political parties, who, according to 
tribal 
custom, 
gathered 
together 
to 
talk 
over 
matters 
pertaining 
to the continued perpetuation of their 
present political rights and the con­ 
tinued peace, prosperity and happi­ 
ness of the Cherokee people in gen- 
ral. 


Before their removal West, a little 
more than two centuries ago, and for 
a hundred years previous thereto, the 
Cherokees and other tribes held un­ 
disputed possession of a vast area of 
country extending over what is now 
Georgia, 
the 
Carolinas, Tennessee 
and Alabama. 
A glance at a map of 
those states will discover many names 
of rivers of purely Cherokee origin. 
Upon all those streams the Cherokees 
in the long, long ago, held annual 
high carnival, and not a few of the old 
timers present on the Illinois river 
now were present then, for some of 
them are more than 100 years old and 
cannot until this day speak a word of 
English. 


fsive preparations are made in 
advance. All the members of the tribe 
within a region extending sometimes 
for many miles are notified by the 
clan captains of the date when the fes­ 
tival will begin. 
The Cherokees are 
divided up into clans, as the Bird 
clan, the Tiger clan, and half-a-dozen 
other clans, and certain ones are chos­ 
en to lead in these annual gatherings. 
Several days before the different clans 
come together the poison is ¡placed in 
the river. 
The dispensers are cap­ 
tains, selected from the various clans, 
who look upon their official positions 
as places of great honors 


The process of making the poison 
is kej:>t secret, only the tribal medi­ 
cine men being acquainted with the 
details of manufacture. 
No white 
man has ever been able to discover 
the exact ingredients of the mixture. 
Buckeyes, that grow on the bottoms 
of the Illinois river, form a part of 
the poison, and great numbers of them 
are gathered and put through a pro­ 
cess of drying and pulverizing. They 
iee then mixed with unknown herbs. 
The poison is placed in the river about 
two Ulfcfc^ulvance of the meeting 
time, inoNMfeta|^^he fish may be­ 
come th o ro u g in ^ ^ ^ B ^ a te d , so they 
can be easily taken wnW^the people 
are called together. 


The effect of the poison is not in­ 
stantaneous, nor is it fatal. 
The fish 
readily swallow it, and when the 
effects begin to be felt they dart about 
in a semi-crazed manner, shooting ir> 
and out of the water very often, or 
seeking the surface around old drift­ 
wood, where they often lie as if paus­ 
ing for breath. 
It is not uncommon 
to see large, red-eyed trout, big cat­ 
fish, or a fifteen-pound buffalo or red- 
horse lying so helpless that it is no 
trick at all to step up and flip him 
out of the water upon the bank. 
The 
poison sometimes paralyzes the fish 
so that they turn over on their backs 
and float as if dead. 
The poison soon 
leaves them however, and if they do 
not take another dose of it’ they re­ 
gain their senses and activity. 


I t is not a part of the program 
to allow any fish to recover if it can 
be prevented. When tho poison takes 
hold sufficiently to craze or benumb 
the fish, the Indian is ready to com­ 
mence the deadly work with his spear 
or bow. 
Bows and arrows are also 
used, especially by the women, and 
there is scarcely a child who cannot 
use these with deadly effect. 


Sometimes whole 
boatloads 
are 
speared during an outing of a few 
hours, 
When enough fish for a feast 
have been slaughtered, huge log heaps 
are prepared and set on fire. 
When 
reduced to coals and ashes the fish 
frying begins. 
Preceding the cere­ 
monies, which are a sort of tribal re­ 
ligious worship, in which the Indians 
bow and pat their feet and hands, and 
moan and grunt dolefully, the fish are 
wrapped singly in heavy brown paper 
and thrown into the hot ashes, where 
they are allowed to remain until the 
religious part of the feast is com­ 
pleted, 
When taken out the fish is 
very palatable,the flesh readily separ­ 
ating fiom the bones, making a most 
delicious dish. 
A large circle is then 
formed, and all sit down and are 
served with the fish without dishes of 
any kind, the only accompanying food 
being a plain bread called kee-nut- 


chie, composed of equal parts of tin 
goodies of hickory nuts and walnuti 
and Indian corn or maize, crushed 
between two heavy 
stones. 
Thi* 
closes the festivities for tho day, thi 
same 
program 
being 
carried on1 
the next day, and continued in tin 
same manner as long as the fish holds 
out. 


RUNNING THE FAST EXPRESS* 


T h e T ra in D e s p a tc h e r H a s M ore to l)c 


'W ith it T h a n th e K n g in eer. 


George Ethelbert Walsh contribute? 
an article 
on “ Running the Fasl 
Express” to St. Nicholas. Mr. Walsb 
savs: 


The eyes of the engineer are on the 
clock and time-table before him, and 
he keeps a sharp lookout ahead. 
Foi 
various reasons he may fall a few min­ 
utes behindhand at one point, but he 
manages to make up the loss at an­ 
other. 
He has certain stops to make, 
and he makes all speed possible be­ 
tween them. 
But he is not mastei 
of the road. At any moment a dangei 
signal along the line may confront 
him. 
He may be ordered to bring his 
train to a standstill at a small way- 
station, and there receive telegraphic 
orders to run on a siding. Ho asks no 
questions, but obeys orders. 
Five 
minutes later a “special” may rush 
past him, and then the signals are 
set again, warning the engineer that 
he must make up for lost time. 


To understand this delay, and the 
sudden changes made in the time­ 
table, it will be necessary to go back 
to headquarters and to watch the gen­ 
eral superintendent and the train-des- 
patclier Although many trains run­ 
ning on the line are hundreds of miles 
away, the exact position of every one, 
every second in the hour, is known 
and recorded. 
A telegraph operator 
is working industriously in the office 
of the train despatcher, receiving and 
sending orders. 
The running-orders 
of all the trains are directed from this 
office. 
Each engineer has orders to 
make a certain run according to the 
time-table, unless other orders from 
headquarters interfere. 


If an accident happens'on the road, 
the train-despatcher knows it almost 
as soon as the passengers. 
A break­ 
down of some local train on the main 
line may upset all the calculations of 
the 
day. 
Immediately 
tho 
ex­ 
presses running on that line must 
be stopped before a collision occurs. 
A snowstorm may blockade a train on 
the northern branch of the road, and 
thereby make necessary a change in 
the regular schedule. 


A train from the west is half an hour 
behind, perhaps, and this interferes 
with the regular running of the other 
trains. 
Arrangements must be made 
to let trains pass without accident. 
The express trains nearly always have 
the right of way. 
A western express 
may be behind time, and start out 
five minutes ahead of some special 
express. 
In this instance she must 
give the special the right of way, and 
she is forced upon some siding. 
The 
special express pass&r without losing 
a minute. 


There are fifty trains coming and 
going,one behind time, another ahead, 
probably, and each crowding out an­ 
other. 
The train-despatcher has to 
regulate this tangle and keep things 
running smoothly. 
Thus it is that 
the engineer of the flyer may sudden­ 
ly find himself side-tracked. 


Should the train despatcher make a 
mistake, or fail to make arrangements 
for two fast-moving trains, the block- 
signal system would probably prevent 
an accident. 
The block-towers are 
connected by telegraph lines, and a 
bell code enables the men to commu­ 
nicate directly with each other. They 
can stop a train 
at any moment by 
means of their signals, independent of 
orders from headquarters. Thus the 
engineer depends entirely upon others 
to keep the track clear, and he merely 
runs his train as near schedule time 
as possible, and keeps his iron steed 
in perfect condition. 


Im m e n s e T re e in M ain e, 


Jay, Me., claims one of tho biggest 
trees in Maine.

banks of the Androscoggin, on the 
lawn of the late Dudley Bean. 
The 
circumference four 
feet 
from 
the 
ground is 23 feet, diameter seven 
feet.

diameter. 
Where the branches leave 
the trunk of the tree, about seven feet 
from the ground, there has been 
erected a band stand, which seats 25 
persons. 
A cooler place on hot days 
cannot be found. 
A Boston gentle­ 
man was riding by recently, and the 
tree attracted his attention. 
He ex­ 
amined and measured it and was as­ 
tonished at its dimensions. 
He went 
away with the remark that if the tree 
was on his lawn $10,000 wouldn't buy 
it. 
It was set out 42 years ago by 
Lafayette Bean on the day of his de- , 
parture for California, whence he never ; 
returned. —Boston Record,

A VENERABLE HEROINE 


Unshed Into Burning Building In an

Canada Will Co-operate With Uncle 
Sam in lorwarding It. 


Washington, Dec. 2D.—The expected 
conference 
between 
Secretary 
Alper 
and Mr. Sefton. the Canadian commis- 
sioner, did not take place yesterday a f - 
ternoon. 
Secretary 
Alger 
had 
over- 
rated his strens'th and found that ho 
was not sufficiently recovered from his 
illness to undertake the work of 
ar- 
ranging details-of the Klondike relief 
expeditions. 
The Canadian visitors are 
to remain here for a few days, how- 
ever, so that the conference is simply 
postponed for a short time. 


Captain Brainard has been 
author- 
ized to issue the advertisements for the 
supplies that are to be carried on the 
relief expeditions. 
They probably will 
appear 
In 
newspapers 
in 
Chicago. 
Seattle, Portland and San 
Francisco. 
The list of article to be carried has been 
arranged with the greatest care by the 
quartermaster's department, after con- 
sultation with Surgeon General Stern- 
berg, only the most vitally necessary 
food articles, which combine resistance 
to cold and decay with great nutritive 
value, being selected. 


I.ist 
No. 1 includes 
absolutely 
In- 
dispenslble articles, and is made up of 
bacon, 
flour, 
pea 
meal, 
dessicated 
onions, tea. salt 
and pepper. 
These 
things must go If anything fs taken. 
It will be noticed t h a t in fond value 
onions are set ahead of potatoes, 
and 
t h a t 
tea is taken 
instead of 
coffee. 
Both potatoes and coffee are provided 
for in list No. 2, which is made up of 
articles t h a t are to be carried in ad- 
dition to those in the first list if there 
Is accommodation for them. 
This list 
is dried fruits (apples, prunes or rais- 
ins), dessicated potatoes and coffee. If 
the transportation facilities are equal 
to a still f u r t h e r load then the articles 
in list No. 3 will be added as follows: 
Fresh meat in cans, sugar and tobacco. 


F r o m the advices of the 
Canadians 
it is likely t h a t Skaguay will be chosen 
instead of Dyea as the terminal 
port 
of the relief expeditions. 
The 
reason 
for this choice is said to be the fact 
that Skaguay has wharves where the 
ships m a y discharge their cargoes di- 
rectly, while a t Dyea there are noth- 
ing but lighters to land the goods.

Remarkable progress has 
been 
made among the Indian tribes in the 
territory since I visited them six years 
ago," remarked Congressman Charles 
Curtis. 
Mr. Curtis visited the 
Kan- 
sas, Osage and Pawnee Indians for 
the purpose of securing information 
that will be valuable to his committee 
in Congress—the House committee on 
Indian affairs—next winter. Incident- 
ally, he visited some of bis 
relatives 
in that country, 


"The Indians," he said, "are learn- 
ing to farm, though, of course, many 
of them rent their farms of 
white 
men. 
I found corn that \vill run 
as 
high as sixty-five bushel to the 
acre 
on farms cultivated 
by Indians 
or 
halfbreeds. 


"Those who rent their farms 
to 
white men make good money. 
They 
get $2 an acre for the land cultivated, 
and usually reserve part of their farms 
for their own use. 


"In general, 
I 
found 
conditions 
among the Indians imj^roving, and 
I 
am glad of it." 


"As is Avell known in Kansas, Curtis 
has Indian blood in bis veins, 
and 
takes a lively interest in 
improving 
the condition of the Indians generally 
He has an uncle and second cousin in 
the Indian Territory who are half- 
blood Indians, and are famous ranch- 
men. They are known as ''Big Louis" 
and "Little Louis." Both are Papans, 
an old French family. 
«'Big Louis" 
is a brother of the 
congressman's 
mother, and a man of wealth and in- 
fluence among bis people. 
"Little 
Louis" is a cousin of "Big 
Louis." 
They are about the same age, and 
when they w^re boys one grew much 
faster than the other; hence 
their 
designation, "big" and "little." 
Fi- 
nally "Big Louis" stopped growing, 
but "Little Louis kept on, 
and 
now 
is the larger, and weighs two hundred 
and sixty pounds, while "Big Louis" 
needs an overcoat to make him weigh 
a full two hundred.

Curtis 
visited both. 
"Big Louis" has

" I 
use any kind of cold cooked 
meat, beef, mutton, pork, etc. 
Chop 
cold coolced meat rather fine, remove 
it fi'om the tray, then chop cold boiled 
potatoes and mix in the proportion of 
about one-fourth meat to three of po- 
tatoes. 
Less meat is sometimes used 
—that depends on the supply on hand. 
To cook the bash put a piece of but- 
ter in the frying pan, add hot Avater 
to make it thin enough, season Avell 
with salt and black pepper. Hth* thor- 
oughly and let it boil up, then cook 
slowly, stirring frequently until of 
just the right consistence—neither dry 
nor sloppy. 
If made from beef, some 
of the fat obtained 
in cooking the 
meat may be used, partially, in place 
of butter. 
If 
of corned beef, less 
salt is required. 
Much depends on

Characterized by Poverty and Appal* 
l i n e Iffnorauce*, 


In the Spanish lower classics you "will 
find poverty and appalling Iffnorancc— 
a npglect of the intelligouce which Is 
positively animal—yet nevertheless not 
unallied with an obvious capacity of 
education and improvement, ftn actual 
and admlriiblo plu9k and cheei'fulncss, 
a temper grateful, hospitable, and af- 
foctlonate, and a marvelous sobriety of 
living. 


There Is one especial word particu- 
larly applicable to this gente baja. It 
Is the Spanish v/ord sufrida, which we 
must render In a single English word 
by patient; but It means more than pa- 
tient; It means patient and unvlndlc- 
tJve under grievous injury and wrong. 


Such are the Spanish peasantry—the 
cream of the Spanish people. 
Their 
only province In relation to their gov- 
ernment is to pay. They are a passive 
vehicle for ministerial extortion. 
The 
coutrJbuclones 
are 
already 
heavier 
than they can bear, and grow more 
merciless as each successive adminis- 
tration plunges the country deeper and 
deeper into debt. 
In return for this 
continuous disbursement they receive 
nothing. 
Their lands are without a 
road, their children without a school; 
their navy is furnished with ships con- 
tracted for at double the price of ours, 
whose only quality is to go to the bot- 
tom without the shadow of a cause; 
their ai'my is unpaid, unofflcered, and 
undrilled, and absolutely incompetent 
<to engage with any European power. 
The last Spanish census shows that of 
a total-population of 18,000,000 over G,- 
000,000 can neither read 
nor 
write, 
while over half have no determined oc- 
cupation. 
This statement Is in itsell 
BO damning that it appears hardly nec- 
essary to inquire further. 
It simply 
Berves to show that for the 
present 
Spain is a country of Europe, but nol 
of Europeans; that the Moor, and the 
very worst and moat savage part oi 
him. Is still predominant in the despots, 
who, by the sheer exercise of terror, 
aided by a complaisant and 
feeble 
jnonarchy, an army, an armed police, a 
euborned clergy, and a subonied press, 
abuse the holiest attributes of trusi 
HiUd government 
and 
power.—West 
minster Review.

The Btory of the discovery of an old, 
forgotten mine in an unfrequented lo- 
cality in the foothills of the 
Pinal 
mountaing, embellished with romantic 
details such as 
usually 
accompany 
' legends of lost mines, created a lively 
Interest about the public resorts ia 
Globe. 


L. S. Goble. R. Quarrels and PL S. 
McClelland, on August 17, while pros- 
pecting in the foothills eight or nine 
miles south of Globe and three and a 
half miles to the left of the toll road, 
discovered an old shaft, and near by on 
the hill above the ruins of breastworks, 
which had evidently been erected for 
defense against Indians. The evidences 
of great age observable in the decayed 
shaft, almost filled with debris, and the 
crumbling breastworks, 
excited 
the 
party's curiosity, and they stopped to 
Investigate, 
The old shaft Avas found 
to have been sunk on a well-defined 
ledge, from which they took promising 
specimens of ore which tested well in 
copper and gold. 


Owing to the unsafe condition of the 
old shaft, after having removed two or 
three feet of the debris, they aban- 
doned It, and having made their loca- 
tions, they started a new incline shaft 
below the old works. 
From the sur- 
face down they had a twelve to four- 
teen inch streak of sulphuret ore run- 
ning from 15 to 5G per cent, in copper 
and well in gold, one assay giving $42 
per ton. 
The incline is now down fif- 
teen feet and the ore has widened to 
three feet. 


A well-preserved skeleton, with a bul- 
let'hole through the ekull, or bearing 
other evidence of foul play, is a desir- 
able, if not an essential exhibit of ev- 
ery such discovery, and as this was 
lacking, Mr, Goble industriously sot 
about to supply the 
deficiency, 
al- 
though in Justice to our iiiformant, he 
says it was the hope of 
uncovering 
treasure more than to make so grew- 
feome a find, which prompted him to ex- 
plore a mound of stones lodged in a 
crevice in the rocks near the breast- 
works, After removing about 
three 
feet of rock and leaves Goble struck hfs 
pick into what proved to be the eye- 
socket of a human skull, which caused 
him to momentarily shrink with horror, 
but summoning up courage he proceed- 
ed with the work, and soon uncovered 
a complete skeleton of a man. 
Near 
the right hand lay a dagger eaten -with 
rust, a large chunk of quartz seamed 
with coarse gold, and a 
handsome 
specimen of onyx. "What was the fate 
of the human being whose bones had 
been thus'rudely disturbed? Had he 
been murdered by the implacable foe of 
the 
^hite 
man, 
the 
blood-thirsty 
Apache, or had he peacefully laid down 
life's burden and been tenderly com- 
mitted to the grave by friendly hands? 
There Is none to answer, and the mys- 
tery must remain unsolved.—Globe, As 
T.. Silver Belt.

The marriage of Sir Edwiu Arnold, 
the English poet, editor and author, 
to a Japanese young lady, in London, 
while it may have occasioned consider- 
able surprise among the staid old Eng- 
landers as a -whole, did not cause much 
surprise 
among his more intimate 
friends, who predicted that the visits 
of Sir Edwin to tho land of the Mikado 
would result in his bringing home a 
Japanese bride. The poet anil his wife 
will make their residence in London. 
This is Sir Edwin Aniold's third matri- 
monial venture, and at least cue more 
of them was of a romantic nature. 


The name of Sir Edwin Arnold ia 
closely linked with that of Japan. He 
Is completely Infatuated with the land 
and has visited it many times. 
The 
country seemed to lend an inspiration 
to 
his genius, and some of his most 
graceful songs are those in which he 
lingers caressingly over the women of 
the island empire. In 1890 he secured 
a bouse on the outskirts of Tokio, Ixiilt 
in tlie ideal Japanese style, anä there 
he lived for many montlis. It was here 
that his most famous production, "The 
Light or Asia," was born. He received 
many visitors from the Japanese peo- 
ple, and they were devout worshippers

Tacoma once had a mint that coined 


È l i the money in circulation whore tho 
!ity of Destiny now stands, and It did 
not require tho flat of Uncle Sam, the 
Bilvor of Idaho or tbe gold of Cali- 
fornia to make the pieces from Taoo- 
ma's mint pass current among tho In- 
dians and the few hardy pioneers that 
wove blazing the path of civilization 
through the forest on tbe shores of 
Comnieucenient bay. 


Back in the early serontios, so Rays 
the Tacoma Loader, tho Tacoma Mall 
Pompany, not being able to handily se- 
cure gold and silver for uso in trading 
fvith and paying off the Indian laborers 
jind early settlors, hit upon tbe novel 
plan of issuing their own curroncy, and 
to this end set their blacksmith at 
n'ork to fashion for them out of scraps 
>f iron and brass pieces of money, or, 
rather, tokens, which could bo used as 
a circulating medium, Tho pieces con- 
sisted of 40 and 45 cent iron tokens and 
brass $1 pieces. The 40-cent pieces were 
about the size of the preseoat half dol- 
lar, 
The one-dollar pieces were oval 
in shape, about an inch and a quarter 
long, an inch wide and a sixteenth of 
an inch in thickness. 
These pieces 
were stamped Avith the figures show- 
ing their value, and readily passed cur- 
rent all over the country tributary to 
the mill. 
Nearly all this old "mill" 
coin has passed away, but a feAv days 
ngo William Hanson, of the Tacoma 
Mill Company, presented a set of these 
queer coins to the Ferry Museum, 
In 
his lettei' he said: 


"The honesty of the people and tho 
absence of any blacksmith shop save 
that of the company made tho use of 
tliis money possible." 


Oregon has long boasted of the "Bea- 
ver" coin minted at Oregon City in the 
early fifties as the only money minted 
In the Northwest in tho day» •£ tho 
pioueor.

method for suppl)ing free postage to 
the public. 
It is a machine with two 
compartments, one of which is to con- 
tain two cent postage stamps and the 
other postal cards. 
Each stamp is eh- 
'closed in a neat 
wrapper four inches 
wide and six inchcs long. 
T w o pos 
lal cards are enclosed in a like wrap 
per- 
The person who drops a penny 
into the machine; obtains a two cent 
stamp or two postal cards as desired, 
and has paid theref.jr one cent. 
The 
wrapper contains 
the cards of 
mer- 
chants and manufacturers, and one of 
these cards on each wrapper is redeem- 
able at the stote selling the article ad- 
vertised lor one cent. 
Thus the stamp 
or postal cost the user nothing. 
The 
card which the merchant has redeemed 
is likewise redeemable by ihe company, 
so the merchant 
is repaid. 
A 
small 
charge lor the cards on the wrappers 
pays the company for the operation of 
the system, and the large number of 
machines employed 
and 
advertising 
space consumed yields good returns on 
the 
capital invested. 
The machines 
will be placed in stores throughout the 
country, and will be in charge of the 
proprietors of the stores, who will see 
that every one may secure stamps and 
cards, and that they are not exhaustt-l 
by a few persons. 
The plan eliminates 
all cost to the ixstv except large consum- 
ers. 
It is for the benefit of those who 
use from one to ten stamps or postal 
cards i>er day or less frequently.

Qeath of Thomat 
SrMth. 


Mr. Thomas D. Smith, the well-known 
tinner and stove dealer, of this placc, 
died at his home on Centre Square, on 
[Monday morning about 8 o'clock, after 
an illness of but a few days from neural- 
gia of the heart and congestion of the 
InugR» 


Thomas D. Smith was born in York 
Springs on Sept. 18, 1820, from whence 
his parents removed to York when he 
was but one year old, subsequently re- 
moving to Dillsburg some three years 
later. Here he grew to manhood, and 
learned the tinning trade. He continued 
to live at Dillsburg until the war broke 
out, when he enlisted as a private in the 
G4th Corps, 2nd Battalion, Capt. Bell, of 
the Veteran Reserve Volunteers. 
He 
served three years, enrolling May 8th, 
1861, and was discharged June Gth, 1804, 
at Hilton Head, South Carolina. 
During 
these three years of service he took part 
in many battles, the principal ones being 
Antietam, Fredericksburg, both battles 
of Bull Run, Chancellorsville, Culpepper 
Court House, Harrison's Landing, and 
the seven days fight in the Wilderness. 
At Fredericksburg he was wounded and 
taken prisoner, and was confined for t^vo 
months in Libby prison. Part of time 
he Avas in the army he belonged to the 
army Band as one of the cornetists. 


Aft.'T the war he returned to Dillsburg, 
and for four years continued to make 
that place his home, though part of the 
time he worked at his trade in dilTerent 
parts of the west. In 18(58 he removed 
with his family to this place and started 
in business here, continuing in the same 
line of business to the time of his death 
By faithful attention to business and by 
the superioriry of his wormanship, he 
built up a fine trade here, which compet- 
itors have frequently unsuccessfully tried 
to wrest from him. He was a man of 
sturdy character and positive ways. 


He leaves a wife and seven children to 
mourn his loss—five daughters and two 
sons. One of the daughters is now a resi- 
dent of Salt Lake City, Utah. His aged 
mother also survives him, being now 
over 90 years old, and resides in Dills- 
burg. 


The funeral takes place this (Thursday) 
morning, interment to be made in New 
Oxford Cemetery, after services at the 
house, Rev. P. E. Ileimer.of the Reform- 
ed church, ofiiciating.

This season's supply 
comes from about 1000 acres, and con- 
tracts are being made for three times 
that area next year.

talists are prospecting at Batavia with 
a view of erecting a half-million dol- 
lar plant there, if 
five-year 
contracts 
for 3000 acres of beets can be made 
•with the farmers in the vicinity.

land about Batavia, like that about 
Eome, is well adapted to beet culture.

How Cents Are Coined« 


When the copper sheets ready for 
stamping reach the Philadelphia mint, 
where all our minor coins are made^ 
each one is tested to see that the al- 
loy is in the right pi'oportion. 
Thence 
they pass directly to the coining room. 
Here the sheets are cut into strips, 
from Avhich the round blanks, called 
''planchets," are punched, and these 
are run directly through the stamping 
machines, Avhere they receive the im- 
pressions from the dies. 


The stamping machine consists of n 
heaA'y cast-iron arch above a small 
round table, at Avhich the 
operator 
sits. 
A nearly round brass plate, 
called a "triangle," is fastened by a 
"knee" joint to the lever of the arch. 
This triangle holds tho die, Avhich is 
forced doAvn on the blanks and leaves 
the impression. 
The brass blanks or 
"planchets" drop through a hollow 
tube upon feeders, Avhich carry them 
beneath the 
dies. 
Any imperfect 
pieces are rejected by the women oper- 
ators, Avho acquire Avonderful dexter- 
ity in detecting them, 


From the stamp the coins go to an 
automatic Aveighing machine. 
This 
intelligent piece of mechanism, a Ger- 
man invention, perfected by a former 
director of the mint, throAvs out all 
pieces that are above or beloAV the re- 
quired Aveight, aud an electric alarm 
attached to it Avarns the operator in 
case tAvo coins try to pass into the re^ 
ceptacle at once. 
The pieces of cor- 
rect Aveight pass on to the counting- 
room, and the others are sent back to 
be recast.—Washington »Star.

That may seem a very strange 
occupation for money making, but it 
Avas not so uncommon down 
in Chile 
^ad Peru. 
You see t had lived as a 
boy so long among the plainsmen in 
Kansas and Nevada that I became ex- 
pert with the lariat and on a horse. 
The Chilean government, at the sug- 
i?estion of Meigs, gave a bounty of $5 
for every condor killed in the repub- 
lic, 
You see the birds had become 
«uch a nuisance and were 
increasing 
.-so fast that they devoured tens of 
thousands of dollars' Avorth of food 
•every year, and 
attacked 
herds of 
sheep, and even calves and 
colts, 
in 
their ferocity for a carcass to prey 
upon. 


^'Well, the Chileans felt so prosper- 
ous that, coupled with their natural 
indolei'ce, they did not care to avail 
themselves of the 
opportunities 
to 
make money by slaying the condors, 
for the vocation requires 
hard Avork 
^nd many physical risks. 
I had not 
been down in Chile a Aveek before I 
saw a chance to make more money 
than I had ever before dreamed of pos- 
.-sessing by lassoing and 
killing the 
mammoth birds. 
There were three of 
ns Yankees in Valparaiso, and we de- 
oided to go into the condor-killing 
business. 
The next day, mounted on 
horses that Meigs bought for us, and 
armed with guns and lariats, we start- 
ed out to hunt condors among 
the 
foothills and canyons and crags of the 
Andes mountains. 
We went over oOO 
miles, out among the cattlemen and 
sheep herders. 
For a few days Ave 
had instructions from a fcAV Chileans 
as to the most experienced methods of 
<3apturing the enormous and 
savage 
birds. 


'*Inftfew Aveeks 'Ave Yankee» had 
learned every detail of huuting con- 
dors, and our 
native ingenuity had 
added to the experience of the 
Chil- 
eans. 
For months I got from ten to 
twenty condor heads every day, and 
each one in "our party did half as Avell 
as that. 
Every month during the 
years 1871 and i872 and 1873 I got 
warrants on the Chilean treasury 
for 
from $700 to $H{)0. 
One month Avhen 
I had foi'Avarded 216 dried 
condor 
heads to the controller of Chile and 
had S A V o r n that there Avas no fraud by 
me, I got a Avarrant for ^lOHO. 


"The big birds used to be found in 
flocks of seventy or eighty in the graz- 
ing countries of the loAver Andes 
in 
Central Chile. 
Like other members 
of the vulture family they search ev- 
eryAvhere for carcasses upon Avhich to 
feed. 
They have a Avonderfully keen 
oye, and I have proved to myself that 
a condor can see a dead animal ten and 
even fifteen miles away. 


*'TAventy-five years ago it 
Avas no 
uncommon thing to see hundreds of 
these freebooters hoA^ering over the 
plains, each one a ravenous and 
de- 
termined 
dinner 
robber 
from 
the 
herds beloAV, to Avhich th^ shadoAv of 
a condor's Aving carried as much terror 
as the appearance of a haAvk does to a 
brood of chickens. , The condor Avas 
the greatest enemy the stock-raisers 
in that part of South America 
had to 
eontend Avith, and it was his persist- 
ent and destructive raids on grazing 
eattle that made him an outlaw Avith a 
price on his head, 


^*HOAV did Avo capture these fero- 
cious birds? Our first job every morn- 
ing before AVO had even a i^eep of sun- 
light over the mountains Avas to carry 
the carcass of a dead animal, as 
a 
horse or a 
COAV, out 
on the plain, 
•where it could easily be seen from all 
points of the comjjass. 
We moved 
about every few da^'sfrom one locality 
to another, and never put the body 
twice iu the same i^lace, because of the 
extreme susinciousness of an average 
eondor. 
Genernllj', Ave Avonld anove 
three or four miles every twenty-four 
hours. 
Sometimes, 
Avhen Ave Avere 
not doing so Avell as Ave thought Ave 
should do, Ave Avould move ten miles 
away in another valley. 


''After Ave had placed our bait car- 
cass Ave set up our tents and the can- 
vas flies that 
concealed us and our 
horses frpm A'iew of the 
condors. 
Breakfast Avas no sooner over than Ave 
could see from our peepholes in the 
eauvas that 
hid us several 
condors 
coming doAvn through the clouds from 
the mountain 
crests straight toAvard 
our bait. 
We Avaited patiently until a 
dozen or more of the birds had eaten 
heartily of the meal we had 
proA'ided 
for them, and then we sprang to our 
borsea. which stood near, bridled and 


saddled, ready for the chase. 
In a 
second Ave Avere oiT, lariats iu hand, 
after the condors. 


should bo said here that Avheu 
a condor has gorged itself Avith food 
it cannot rise for flight unless after a 
long distance of running to give itself 
a momentum. It can get over ground, 
hoAve^er, as fast as a dog. 
Our meth- 
od Avas to folloAV the birds for half a 
mile or more, and then as they rose 
for flight to throAV our lariats over 
then' heads. 
Au expert lassoer could 
send his rope over a condor's head 
and so manage it that it Avas slipped 
doAvn until it touched the shoulders of 
the Avinpfs before it Avould bo tightened 
on the bird. 


'*The condor Avas then a prisoner, 
but able to use his poAverful pinions, 
breathe freely and lead the horsemen 
a Avild chase across the plain, turning 
in all directions in his frantic 
flight, 
but unable to rise higher than the 
length of the lasso. 
When the rider 
tired of the sport he AVould 
turn 
the 
horse about and lead the chase him- 
self, forcing the unAvilling bird along 
until it tumbled, spent, to the ground, 
and Avas 
dragged to death at 
the 
horse's heels. 


"In l.SSl the Avork of exterminating 
the condors had been so thoroughly 
done that the laAv granting a bounty 
of Sr> for every condor's head Avas re- 
pealed. I had, hoAveA-er, quit the busi- 
ness long before that, and had iuA^est- 
ed the S19,000 I had saved from my 
condor bounty money in guano prop- 
erty that made me over $40,000 
the 
very first year."

A Coininitatiou That Presents the Econ- 
oiuloal Side of the QucKtlon, 


There are, >it is estimated, 300,000 
miles of highAvay roads in the United 
States, about 20 per cent, of the roads 
of all the Avorld. 
Great Britain has 
120,000 miles of roadAvays, and these 
are some of 
the best in the Avorld, 
G-ermaiiy has 275,000 miles of roads, 
and some of them are as poor as the 
roadAvays of a great country can^ be. 
France, Avhich has taken an enlight- 
ened vieAv of the good roads question 
for many years, and has spent more 
than $1,000,000,000 on highAvays, has 
a mileage of 330,000, more than any 
other country, 
Russia, Avith an enor- 
mous area, has only 70,000 miles of 
roadAvays, Avhile Italy, a smaller coun- 
try, has 55,000. 


For a considerable time the agita- 
tion in the United States for 
good 
roads languished for the reason, per- 
hai)s, that by the American system of 
subdivided 
local authority 
'Svhat's 
everybody's 
business 
is 
nobody's 
business," 
and 
controA'ersies being 
frequent as to the liability of national, 
state or municipal authority for need- 
ful expenditures, very little Avas done. 
The National League for Good Roads 
Avas organized in 1892 ''to aAvaken 
general interest in the improvement 
of public roads, to determine the best 
methods of building and maintaining 
them and conduct and foster such 
publications as may serve these pur- 
poses." 
At the beginning of 
the 
agitation the good roads question did 
not make much headAvay, and it Avas 
not until the popularity of bicycling 
grew that the demand for improved 
roads became organized, 
and since 
then considerable hendAvay has been 
made. 
A computation 
Avhich 
finds 
much favor among the ad\'ocates of 
good roads is this: There are approxi- 
matelv, though the number is steadily 
on the decline, 14,000,000 horses in 
the United States—there Avere 15,000,- 
000 in the census of 1890—and there 
are about 2,000,000 mules, princii)ally 
in the South, the annual cost of fod- 
der for these animals being$1,500,000,- 
000. 
On fine stone roads one horse 
can haul as much as three horses can 
haul over the average dirt road of this 
country. 
It is estimated that itAVould 
be necessary to build about 1,000,000 
miles of macadamized roads iu the 
United States in order to have as good 
a system 
of public highAvays

Poison Maflo hy a Secret rroeesR TR X^seil 
to Stupefy iho Finny Viotlnts-Hoatloails 
of Fl«h Caujcht — FeaRtiuR: anil Cere- 
monies a» Lonjc as the Fish lloltl Ont. 
The annual fish poisoning and fry- 
ing season of the Cherokee? opened 
tAvo Aveeks ago at Mitchell's mill and 
a dozen or more other places on the 
Illinois river in the Cherokee nation. 
The destruction of fish by the Indian 
secret process of poisoning is 
enor- 
mous, and Avill result iu 
the 
almost 
complete annihilation of the last year's 
groAvth. 


The great tribal fish meet has oc- 
curred annually from time immeinor- 
ial, but this year it has been made au 
occasion of more than unusual im- 
portance, and the festivities attending 
it . have been 
of the gayest order. 
Thousands of Cherokees have been iu 
attendance, and it has been the meet- 
ing place of all the chiefs and the cap- 
tains of the two regularly organized 
political parties, 
Avho, according to 
tribal 
custom, 
gathered 
together 
to 
talk 
over 
matters 
pertaining 
to the continued perpetuation of their 
present political rights and the con- 
tinued peace, 
prosperity and happi- 
ness 
of the Cherokee people in gen- 
ial. 


Before their removal West, a little 
more than tAvo centuries ago. and for 
a hundred years previous thereto, .the 
Cherokees and other tribes held un- 
disputed possession of a vast area of 
country extending over Avhat is now 
Georgia, 
the 
Carolinas, 
Tennessee 
and Alabama. 
A glance at a map of 
those states Avill discover many names 
of rivers of purely Cherokee origin. 
Upon all those streams the Cherokees 
in 
the long, long ago, held annual 
high carnival, and not a feAv of the old 
timers present 
on the Illinois river 
noAV Avere ¡Dresent then, for some of 
them are more than 100 years old and 
cannot until this day speak a Avord of 
English, 


lO^^feifsive preparations are made in 
ad\'ance. All the members of the tribe 
Avithiu a region extending sometimes 
for many 
miles are notified by the 
clan captains of the date Avhen the fes- 
tival Avill begin. 
The Cherokees are 
divided up into 
clans, as the Bird 
clan, the Tiger clan, and half-a-dozen 
other clans, and certain ones are chos- 
en to lead in these annual gatherings. 
Several days before the different clans 
come together the poison is placed in 
the river. 
The dispensers are cap- 
tains, selected from the various clans, 
Avho look upon their official positions 
as places of great honoi^' 


The process of making the poison 
is kept secret, only the tribal 
medi- 
cine men being acquainted Avith the 
details of manufacture. 
No Avhite 
man has ever been able to discover 
the exact ingredients of the mixture. 
Buckeyes, that groAv on the bottoms 
of the Illinois river, form a part of 
the poison, and great numbers of them 
are gathered and put through a pro- 
cess of drying and pulverizing. 
They 
are then mixed Avith unknoAvn herbs. 
The ]iois()u is placed in the river about 
tAvo Jlfcjj^i^lvance of the meeting 
time,

can be easily taken wn^P'the people 
are called together. 


The eflect of the poison is not in- 
stantaneous, nor is it fatal. 
The fish 
readily SAvalloAV it, and Avhen the 
effects begin to be felt they dart about 
in a semi-crazed manner, shooting \vj 
and out of the Avater very often, or 
seeking the surface around old drift- 
Avood, Avhere they often lie as if paus- 
ing for breath. 
It is not uncommon 
to see large, red-eyed trout, big cat- 
fish, or a fifteen-pound buffalo or red- 
horse lying so helpless that it is no 
trick at all to step up and flip him 
out of the water ii^^on the bank. 
The 
jjoison sometimes jmralyzes the fish 
as IS 
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found in several European states. 
At 
go that they turn over on their backs

The Train Uenpatoher lIuR l^foro to l)c 
"With It Than the KuRlneor. 


George Ethelbert Walsh contribute? 
an article 
on 
''Running the 
Fast 
Express" to St. Nicholas. Mr. Walsb 
says: 


The eyes of the engineer are on the 
clock and time-table before him, and 
he keeps a sharp lookout ahead, 
Foi 
various reasons he may fall afoAv min- 
utes behindhand at one point, but he 
manages to make up the loss at an- 
other. 
He has certain stops to make, 
and he makes all speed 
jjossible be- 
tAveen them. 
But he is not maste: 
of the road. At any moment a daugei 
signal along the iine may confront 
him. 
He may be ordered to bring hi? 
train to a standstill 
at a small Avay- 
station, and there receive telegraphic 
orders to run on u siding. Ho asks no 
questions, 
but obeys orders. 
Five 
minutes 
later a *'special" may rush 
past him, 
and then 
the signals are 
set again, Avarning the engineer that 
ho must make up for lost time. 


To understand this delay, and the 
sudden 
changes 
made in 
the time- 
table, it Avill be necessary to go back 
to headquarters and to Avatch the gen- 
eral superintendent and the train-des- 
patcher 
Although many trains run- 
ning on the line are hundreds of miles 
aAvay, the exact position of every one, 
every second in the hour, is kuoAvu 
and recorded. 
A telegraph 
operator 
is Avorking industriously in the offu»e 
of the train desi^atcher, receiving and 
sending orders. 
The running-orders 
of all the trains are directed from this 
office. 
Each engineer has orders to 
make a certain run 
according to the 
time-table, unless other 
orders from 
headquarters interfere. 


If an accident happens^ou the road, 
the train-despatcher knoAVs it almost 
as soon as the passengers. 
A break- 
doA\'n of some local train on the main 
line may upset all the calculations of 
the 
day. 
Immediately 
the 
ex- 
presses running 
on that line must 
be stopped before a collision 
occurs. 
A snowstorm may blockade a train on 
the northern branch of the road, and 
therebj' make necessary a change in 
the regular schedule. 


A train from the Avestis half an hour 
behind, perhaps, and this interferes 
Avith the regular running of the other 
trains. 
Arrangements must be made 
to let trains pass 
Avithout accident. 
The express trains nearly alwa^'S have 
the right of Avay. 
A Avestern express 
may be behind time, 
and start out 
five 
minutes ahead 
of some special 
express. 
In this instance she must 
give the special the right of way, and 
she is forced upon some siding. 
The 
special e.\press passei Avithout losing 
a minute. 


There are fifty trains ooming and 
going,one behind time, another ahead, 
pi'obably, and each croAvding out an- 
other. 
The train-despatcher has to 
regulate this tangle and keep 
things 
running smoothly. 
Thus it is that 
the engineer of the flyer may sudden- 
ly find himself side-tracked. 


Shoxild the train despatcher make a 
mistake, or fail to make arrangements 
for tAvo fast-moving trains, the block- 
signal system Avould probably prevent 
au 
accident. 
The 
block-toAvers are 
connected by telegraph 
lines, and a 
bell code enables the men to commu- 
nicate directly Avith each other. They 
can stop a train 
at any moment by 
means of their signals, independent of 
orders from headquarters. 
Thus the 
engineer depends entirely upon others 
to keep the track clear, and he merely 
runs his train as near 
schedule time 
as jjossible, and keeps his iron steed 
in perfect condition.

A VENERABLE HEROINE. 


Bnshc^d Into Burnluir Bulkltnsr lu an 
KflTort to Save Hor liauKhtor. 


Pittsburff, Dec. 28.—During a flro last 
evening at New Haven, a suburb oi 
this city, in the residence of Mrs. Mary 
Ann Browdy» Miss Nancy Browdy, age^ 
46, was burned to death and the mother, 
76, wa^ so badly burned that she can- 
not survive.
